THE WORK AND WAYS OF WASH:

Secretary L'ncoln Will Not Name an Assistant Until 
After Congress Assembies—No Reduction in 
the Cost cf Patents—Counterfeiting on the 
Dechine—Crook and the Indians. 


§ WasHiIncton, November 23.—The forthcom- 
ing report of the secret service of the treasury 
department will show that counterfeiting asa 
profession can almost be classed among the 
lost arts. A gentleman thoroughly acquainted 
with the ways of criminals in explaining this 
says that the public has become so thoroughly 
educated that they will not take counterfeit 
money, and consequently the makers of it 
have gone into other occupations. He said 
that the ordinary business man or merchant 
who handles money does not see a counter- 
feit bill once in two months now, while ten 
years since hardly a day passed that ohe was 
not presented. Hesaid the business of count- 
erfeiting had been broken up, not by the 
smartness of detectives in stopping it, but by 
the intelligence of the handlers of money and 
the newspapers, which describe a counterfeit 
billso thoroughly wher it makes its appear- 
ance that no one will take it. 
CROOK'S INDIANS, 

WasHincton, November 23.—An_ unoffi- 
cial report from General Crook, now op 
duty at the San Carlos reservation, represenst 
‘a most satisfactory condition of affairs. The 
work of counting and tagging the Indians has 
been completed, with this result: Total num- 
ber of bucks from 15 years upwards, 1,300. 
The tags used are of metal cut in different 
shapes, each tribe having its own peculiarly 
shaped tag, which is worn about the neck. 
The general has had a long conference with 
the Apaches, including all the renegades in 
Arizona, anda majority of the chiefs have 
asked that Colonel Green and Major Randall, 
who were in charge before J. C. Tiffany, be 
sent back. In order to avoid the possibility 
of mischief, either from concerted or indi- 
vidual action, each Indian is forced to appear 
daily at the general’s headquarters | be 
counted, The general is hopeful of good re- 
sults, as the malcontents all manifest a wil- 
lingness to work and become good Indians. 

ASSISTANT SECRETARY OF WAR 

WASHINGTON, November 23.—Secretary Lin- 
coln said yesterday that he would not recom- 
mend any one for the position of assistant 
secretary of war until after congress reas- 
sembles. He remarked that the department 
management had got along very well witbout 
one thus far, and especially since congress 
made it lawful for the generals of the army 
and certain other officers to act during 
the absence of the secretary. Besides there 
has not been sufficient pressure brought to 
bear to intluence himselt to make the selec- 
tion as yet. The secretary says he was induc- 
ed to apply to congress for an assistant because 
he construed the law to prohibit an ofticer of 
the army from acting during his absence, and 
frequently when he was called away from 
Washington he was compelled to transact 
important business by telegraph. 

A NAVAL SCANDAL. 

WASHINGTON, November 23.—A rumor pre- 
vails to-night among persons who are usually 
well informed, that another court martial is 
likely to grow out ef the case of Captain Al- 
fred Hopkins, who was recently dismissed 
from the naval service for leaving his post of 
duty at Pensacola, Florida. The principal 
charge in the new trial will, it is said, be tnat 
of perjury, and will involve an officer who 
testified in behalf of Captain Hopkins, but 
whose statements it is alleged, do not corres- 
pond with the records and with the facts as 
established. 

NO REDUCTION IN COST OF PATENTS. 

WASHINGTON, November 23.—Secretary Tell- 
er decided not to recommend a reduction in 
the cost of obtaining patents. This decision 
is based on the fact the present patent laws 
are far more liberal than those of any other 
country. It costs about $1,000 in England for 
a fourteen years’ patent >600 in Germany, 
$400 in Russia, $140 in Canada and only $35 
here for a seventeen years’ patent. Com- 
missioner Marble does not think a reduction 
of fees would stimulate invention. 

ARMY OFFICERS DEBTS. 

WASHINGTON, November 23.—Judge Advo- 
cate-General Swaim, has submitted to. the 
secretary of war an opinion in which he 
holds that army officers are not liable to 
trial by court martial upon caarge of conduct 
unbecoming an officer and gentleman for 
failure to pay debts, unless such debts 
were contrac'ed under circumstances which 
would render the debtor amenable to the 
criminal laws of the United States, or of the 
locality where such debts are contracted.

MEN AND WOMEN, 


A Disappointed Lover's Suicide— Two Frightful Out- 
rages Reealled. 

SPRINGFIELD, ILLs,, November 23.—In the 
circuit court at Tay'orville to-day, Miss 
Emma Bond, the victim of a gross outrage in 
June last, the particulars of which have been 
widely publistied, appeared before the grand 
jury. She was but recently able to leave her 
bed, and during the examination she was 
overtaken with the paroxysms which have so 
often come near causing her death. Two or 
three attempts to take her testimony resulted 
in thesame way, and the examination was 
finally suspended. 

WHEELING, November 23.—This morning, 
the body of Newton Ashton, aged 24, was 
found in the woods, near Martin's Ferry, O., 
with a bullet hole in his right temple. In- 
vestigation revealed the fact thatthe death 
wound was inflicted by Ashton’s own hand. 
The night before, Miss Katie Powell, a young 
lady to whom be was to be married, tnanks 
giving, gave him back his ring and wanted 
to postpone the wedding, «nd brooding over 
this led to the act. He had threatened to 
take his life before, it the girl did not marry 
him. 

LANCASTER, Pa., November 23.—Frank Kil- 
christ was convicted to-day of an atrocious 
sssault on Lizzie McClearen, of this city last 
July, Attne same time the girl, who was of 
a weak mind, was assaulted by tive others, 
four of whom are now under bail awaiting 
trial. The girl was rendered a raving maniac 
by the treatment received, and for a long 
time her jife was despaired of.

DISCUSSION 


German Cordiality With Engiund—Arabi’s Trial Sus- 
pended— Kusasian Discontent. 

Lonpon, November 23.—In the house of 
commons this afternoon, Mr. Gladstone, in 
reply to questions by Messrs. Bartlett & Par- 
nell, denied that the arrears of rent act had 
proved a failure. The full benefits of its pro- 
visions, he said, had not yet been ascertained. 
The government did not intend to introduce 
@ bill to extend the period for the payment 
of rent for 1881. Hédesired the decision of 
the government to be universally known. 
In consequence of Mr. Gladstone’s answer, 
Mr. Parnell, who was supported by over 
one bundred members, the new rule, 
requiring over 40—moved adjournment of the 
house. Mr. Parnell contended that in con- 
sequence of the provision introduced into 
the arrears of rent act asa concession to the 
landlord interest, it was rendered ambiguous, 
and that it was impossible for any tenant to 
know how much rent he had to pay in order 
to secure its advantages. After a desultory 
discussion, sustained by the Irish members, 

r. Trevelyak, chiet secretary 
for Ireland said there was 
still a perind of fiv@weeks for the tenants to 
dake advamtage of te arrears of rent act. The 
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land commission had prophesied that the 
bulk of applications would come in at the 
last momenut. If this should prove to be the 
case, a much larger sum than 250,000 pounds 
would be needed to meet the claims. It was 
most important, he said, that the people 
should know that the time originally men- 
tioned in the. arrears act would be 
strictly adhered to. The costs against tenants 
for ejectment were very light, except when 
increased by their own fault, acting in some 
instances on bad advice. The arrears of rent 
act was the greatest benefit parliament had 
ever extended to an unfortunate class of peo- 

le. It would be giving them more than they 
ate right to expect if outstanding costs were 
paid. Up te the 22d _ inet. evic 
tions were only half of those in 
any previous month during the _ year. 
Tbe government, Mr. Trevelyan said, would 
not under estimate the distress along the 
west coast of Ireland, and he would not cease 
to watch for evidences of suffering until the 
next harvest had been gathered. He had or- 
dered the most minute reports from seven 
counties. The government did not intend to 
advance money for public works, as tnat 
wouid bea most extravagant method of relief. 
and would afford no real alleviation of distress 
During the great famine in Ireland 3000,000 
persons were fed for six mogths by direct 
poor law relief for 500,000 pounds. That sum 
would feed them only six weeks by means of 
public works enterprises. The government 
now intended to conduct the system of relief 
with an efficiency that would give the most 
positive assurance to the people 
that they would not starve. The right 
Hon. Edward Gibson, member from Dub- 
lin University, followed Mr. Trevelyan. He 
criticised the arrears of rentact. There was 
real distress in the west of Ireland, he said, 
but as yet there was no reason to dreala fam- 
ine. Mr. Parnell withdrew bis motion for an 
adjournment. He said government were now 
fuily warned of the state of things that might 
supervene in Ireland through distress during 
the winter. 

SIGNS OF CORDIALITY. 

A Berlin dispatch says that in recognition 
of his meritorious services in Egypt, the em- 
peror of Germany has presented the duke of 
Connaught with the order of Frederick the 
Great. This act has a political significance 
which the advocates of a closer union be- 
tween England and Germany will heartily 
hail. Adispatch to the Times from Berlin 
says the wish of Russia to show Europe that 
her relations with Germany now are just as 
cordial as they were before the advent of 
General Ignatieff to power, is doubtless inten- 
sified by the knowledge of the moral support 
tendered to England by Germany throughout 
the latter phases of the Ezyptian question. 

THE CROFTERS DETERMINED, 

Lonpon, November 23.—There is some pros- 
pect of a settlement between the Crofters on 
the Isle of Skye and their landlord. The 
latter has consented to submit the dispute to 
arbitration. The county police have received 
the promise of a reinforcement of eighty con- 
stables. Many of the Crofters are acquainted 
with the details of the Irish agitation. The 
authorities are of opinion that only the sol- 
diery can arrest the offenders. Mr. Malley, 
counsel for the Moamtrasna murderers, has 
forwarded to the viceroy a memorial 
praying a commutation of sentence in the 
cases ot the five prisoners who pleaded guilty. 

The United Ireland says Mr. Dilton wiil go 
to America, shortly to make a lengthened 
sojourn with his brothers in Colorado. He 
insists upon resigning his seat in the house 
of commons before his departure. 

, THE FRaNCO-AMERICAN COMMISSION. 

Paris, November 23.—In the chamber of 
depyties to-dav a bill was adopted prolonging 
the powers of the commission appointed to 
settle the compensation to French and Ameri- 
can citizens for damages sustained during the 
civil warin America, and the Franco-Prus- 
sian war of 1870, the reports of the commission 
having informed the chamber that the com- 
mission had been unable to conclude their la- 
bors within the term originally fixed. The 
estimates of the minister of the interior were 
adopted by the chamber. M. DeBrazza will 
start for Africa on December Ist. 

Paris, November 23.—M. Sadi Carnot, re- 
porter of the committee on public works es- 
t' mates, bas stated before the budget committee 
that M. Herisson’s estimates of sums necessa- 
ry for railway construction were excessive. 
The budget committee bas decided to request 
M. Herisson to produce documentsto verify 
his estimates. 

AFFAIRS IN EGYPT. 

Lonpon, November 23.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Cairo says: :wo members of the 
ministry under Raghib Pasha, declare that 
Arabi Pasha stated in open council that if the 
British fired a shot Alexandria should be de- 
stroyed. 

The new police corps, so far, consists of four 
hundred natives and detachments of Turks, 
Swiss, Austrians and Italians, numbering 200 
men each. announced on 
good authority that the question 
of joint control will soon be. brought to a 
satisfactory setrlement compatible with tbe 
interests of both France and England. A 
dispatch to the Exchange Telegraph compa- 
ny from Cairo says the trial of Arabi Pasha 
has again been postponed with the consent of 
the president of the court. A very uneasy 
feeling is beginning to prevail. 

GOOD ADVICE TO TURKEY.

25.—A Constantinople 
dispatch says the porte is trying to ascertain 
the views of Germany on the Egyptian anc 
Tunisian questions. At a recent interview 
of the Turkish ambassador at Berlin with 
Bismarck, the latter advised that the porte re- 
main quiet, as the time was in opportune for 
raising the question of supporting the claims 
of Turkey. The porte has agreed to several 
changesin the organization of the army re- 
commended by the German efiticers. Hither 
to this advice was not acted on. 
DISCONTENT IN RUSSIA. 

CLARKOFF, Kussta, November 23.—The gov- 
ernment has acceded to a petition from the 
mining congress for the imposition of a tax 
of fifteen copeck per pood on foreign pig iron. 
The proposals of the last congress to tax for- 
eign iron will probably be accepted. 

St. PETERSBURG, November 23.—Police oc- 
cupied the university here yesterday. The 
students had intended to make a demonstra- 
tion, but the police forestalled it by their oc- 
cupation of the university. It is rumored 
that a mine has been discovered under the 
building. Despite official denials the uni- 
versity at Warsaw and,Charkoff have been 
clused because of the manifestations of the 
students. 

ITALIAN INTERVENTION, 

Paris, November 23.—The Moniteur states 
that Italy hastaken the initiative in proposing 
a conference on the Egyptian question. The 
Moniteur is doubtful authority.

A dispatch from Rome says the statement 
which is published in the Paris Moniteur 
that Italy had taken the initiative in propos- 
ing a conference on the Egyptian question is 
semi-officially denied there. 

GERMANY AND AUSTRIA. 

Bertin, November 23.—The bundesrath 
has resolved to prolong the minor state of 
siege in Berlin another year. 

Vienna, November 23.—The emperor of 
Austria bas announced the reichstrath to 
meet on December 5th. 


The Brunswick and Albany Bondholders. 


FRANK¥FoRD, November 23.—A_ general 
meeting of the bondholders of the Bruns- 
wick and Albany railway company of Geor- 
gia was held yesterday. The bonds repre- 
sented amounted to $993,000. An agreement 
in accordance with the proposals of the com- 
mittee and the New York counsel was unani- 
mously approved. It was decided that cou- 
pon certificates and the coupons of 1872 and 
1873, should be paid at the rate of one mark 


each. 


GOULD ON STOCKS. 


NO CAUSE FOR THE FLURRY ON 
THE STREET. 


The Crops South and West Immense in Yicid—The 
Iron Troubles Due to the Demands cf the 
Bessemer Interest-No B-ason to Fear 
srofessional Panie - Breeders. 


New York, November 23.—Jay Gould, ina 
talk with a reporter, said be thought the de- 
cline in stocks had gone further than any 
element in thesituation would warrant. The 
uneasy feeling as to what the policy of the 
government might be with regard to the man- 
agement of the public treasury had arisen 
and this uneasiness resulted in ealling loans 
toa large extent, which necessitated exten- 
sive iiquidation. For his own part he had 
not been purchasing stocks until within the 
past week, but now was buying and should 
continue to buy stocks to hold, as they were 
cheap epough to pay a geod return for 
those who could take care of them. Gould 
said the product of the southwest this year 
was very large and the business situation 
highly encouraging. The cotton crop of 
Texas would reach 1,500,000 bales, and that 
state had produced an immense crop of cern 
and wheat. Texas was now exporting more 
cattle and wool than ever before. Kansas 
has a big crop, and the same is true of the 
middle section of the _ intermediate 
states the southwest. tailroad rates 
are being maintained and the _ roads 
are doing a good _ business. There 
isa heavy immigration anda large number 
of —_ are going in by New Orleans and 
Galveston. Speaking of the iron troubles 
Gould said the chief difficulty was in regard 
to the Bessemer steel industiy, which had a 
capacity for a much greater supply than 
the present :ailroad building of the country 
demanded. The iron interest was not de- 

ressed and he understood it to be doing fair- 
y well. The Vulcan steel works of St. Louis 
would probably -shut down partially until 
they could adjust their’ difference with the 
laborers, but there. was a demand that would 
keep the mills running, if not full 
time, partially at é Speak 
ing generally of railroad 
situation, Gould said the railroads were never 
in so good a condition to do the business of 
the country as at present, as they had all 
taken advantage of the prosperity of the last 
few years to perfect their equipments, and 
put them into first-class order. He said that 
on the Wabash svstem the average for fuel 
last month had been only $1 25 per ton in the 
engine, which was surprisingly tow for an ar- 
ticle that entered so largely into the cost of 
operating the road. Gould said there was 
little Wabash preferred stock on the mar- 
ket. About $15,000,000 was held in Eu- 
rope, and it was practically cornered. In re- 
gard to the Western Union, Gould said the 
books show a large increase in the invest- 
ment of holdings, and he produced a copy 
which showed that one year ago last Sep- 
tember there stood upon the books 391,054 
shares of stock, held by brokers, and 408,946 
shares held by investors. On the1l7th instant 
the transfer books showed that the brokerage 
holdings had decreased to 272.343 shares, 
while the investment account had grown to 
527,457 shares. At the present time about 
6,000 a week of the stcck are passing from the 
hands of the brokers into the boxes of inves 
tors, and at this rate it will take less than a 
year to absorb the speculative stock. The 
cashier's balance to-day. shows $1,841,000 in 
the treasury, already a much larger sno than 
would be required for the next dividend, 
which is not due for two months. Gould 
said he was not buying any opposition 
telegraph lines and found ono _ rivalry. 
He knew the position of the Western Union 
and was not at ali alarmed or anxious about 
the efforts of rival lines, notwithstanding the 
break in stocks. Gould said he had been for 
many days steadily buying for people who 
were uninfluenced by the clamor otf the panie 
breeders. The same absorption for invest- 
ment to which he had alluded in the case of 
the Western Union was observable with re- 
gard to other properties with which he was 
familiar, particularly in the case of the Union 
Pacific. In conclusion, Mr. 
looked for a substantial improvement in 
stocks, and eventually a much higher market, 
as soon as the money situation should be as- 
sured. 

Keene was next interviewed on the specu- 
lative situation, and did not hesitate tu say 
that he thought it absurd to talk stocks down 
after the decline that had been witnessed, 
and with railroad earnings to such enormous 
amounts as at present. He confidently ex- 
pressed the belief, thatan era of better days 
was about to dawn forthe holders of stocks, 

The sentiment of conservative houses in 
the street is decidedly in favor of higher pri- 
ces. The:e views weie expressed by Osburn & 
Co., Work, Strong & Co., Musgrove & Co., G. 
A. Bennett & Co., and by foreign houses gen- 
erally. 

THE SHORTAGE IN WESTERN UNION, 

The short interest in Western Union issup- 
posed to be the largest ever Knuwn. There 
are only 130,000 shares on the market and the 
short interest is estimated at 150,000. One 
house alone is short 45,000; another, 35,000; 
another, 23,000. About noon, when the out- 
look was vlack and a panic seemed immi- 
nent, a ray of sunshine started out of the 
gloom, that Keep, president of the North 
western, and Riddie, president of the Rock 
Island, were coming east on a special train, 
and that Vanderbiit had ordered his roads 
to be kept cleared of it. One failure only has 
been announced, that of Butterick & Eliman, 
35 Wall street, a younghouse. Tue liabilities 
are not known. ILIhey reported that they had 
no contracts with the stock exchange. But- 
terick was for many years the confidential 
clerk of Fisk & Hatch. The failure has no 
significance. 

THE CAUSES OF THE IRON SCARE. 

PitrspukRG, November 23.—The iron manu- 
facturers of this city generally do not agree 
With eastern manufacturers, who are dis- 
posed toindulge in gloomy speculations in 
regard to the tuture of the iron and steel 
trade. A large number of prominent man- 
ufacturers were ‘interviewed to-day, and 
none anticipated any serious break. The 
mills here are all doing a fair busi- 
ness, and while none are rushed with or- 
ders, every pound of iron now being manu- 
factured, is being consumed. The nail trade 
is generally dull at this period, but, on the 
contrary, the nail factories are very busy and 
plenty of orders are coming in. In regard to 
the Bessemer scare, a prominent manufac- 
turer stated that there was a good profit in 
Bessemer nails at $45 per ton, croakers to the 
contrary notwithstanding, and that rails 
could be made here tor $32, leaving $8 
of a margin for profit. 

A, T. Keating, vice president of the iron 
association, speaking on the same subject, 
ssid that the Bessemer men made large 
profits, but now when over-production has 
come, they find their profits lessened, and 
their first object is to reduce the price ol 
labor. In order to do this they are endeavor- 
ing to show that the entire boitom has drop- 
ped out of the business. Another point they 
bave 1s to influence legislation and prevent 
any further reduction of the rate on steel 
rails. 

The report telegraphed last night that steel 
rails could be made at present at $3g per ton, 
was based on an interview published in a 
morning paper. It turns out that the person 
making the statement has no knowledge of 
the business and those who ought to know

THE IRON MEN AT OUTS. 

PHILADELPHIA, November 23.—A fight is 
progressing between the iron ore producing 
and the Bessemer steel interests, in conse- 
quence of the efforts of the steel men to pre- 
vent the increase of tariffduty on ore. The 
Bessemer interests have already demanded a 
rate not higher than fiftv cents a tun. During 
1881 the importation offoreign ore for Bess- 
emer purposes amounted to 782,887 tens, and 
American ore producers are demanding

Hew Money & Squaendered in Making 
Ateng the River. 

New UrLeans, November 23 —T he congres- 
sional committee on the Mississippi river 
went into session at ten o'clock to take the 
evidence of pilots and river men. J. W. Whip- 
ot of Louisville, pilot on the Obio and 

ississippi since 1856, was examined. The 
witness described the effect of the cut-offs 
and crevasses and the shifting of the ehannel, 
which often ehanged in forty-eight hours. 
He was ef opinion that the wurks at Plum 
Point and Deita would not “Seema the banks 
from Natchez to the gulf. Navigation is safe 
at all seasons but.in low water the witness has 
observed a depth of only four feet between 
Memphis and Wiektebure The levees could 
not confine the river and did not benefit nav- 
gation. If the river. could be kept in -its 
channel navigation would be improved. 
Crevasses are dangerous to navigation when 
the water is high. .At Bonnet Carre and 
points below heavy deposits of sediment have 
been made by reason of the slackening of the 
current below the outiet. At Morgnaza the 
same condition exists. 

The congressional investigating committee 
exaniined only two witnesses to-day—one 
pilot and Captain Tom Leathers. The latter 
was examined the greater part of the day on 
the subject of making an outiet at Lake 
Borgu for the purpose of relieving the Mis- 
sissippi river during the time of a flcod He 
Was cross examined at great length by E. J. 
Ellis, who favors the plan and operations of 
the Mississippi river commiss'on. The com 
mittee wili to-morrow take the steamer Sun- 
beam and visit the jetties. They 
will be accompanied by Captain Leathers 
and Captain Cowden, who represents the out- 
let theory, and who are very vigorous on its 
jetties. Mr. Ellis, of the committee, objected 
very strongly to any interested persons ac- 
companying the committee, but when the 
comunittee invited the officer in charge of the 
jetties to go too he withdrew his objection. 
fhe committee wi'l return here on Saturday 
morning. The members are very anxiousto get 
back home,and will leave here if possible next 
Saturday night, but there is such a demand 
on part of special interest here to be heard 
before the committee, that it is probable that 
a short delay may be made. The rep:esenta- 
tives of Captain Fads left here this evening 
for the jetties in order to be there when the 
committee arrives. Careful soundings will 
be made throughout the entire length of the 
channel to determine the correctness of pre- 
vious reports ofthe depth of water miain- | 
tained.

THE STORY OF AN OUTRAGED 
WIFE AND MOTHER. 


He~ Abductiom and Incarceration in an Asylum— 
Life Among the Maniacs—The Childres Taken 
Away—The D-esolate Home to Which She 
Returne— Meilvilie’s Examination. 


PHILADELPHIA, November 23.—The return 
of Mrs. Melville to her home, the asylum au- 
thorities having decided that she was perfect- 
ly sane, marks the end of a disgraceful chap 
ter in the life of the Arctic explorer, Engi- 
neer Melville. In speaking of the events of 
the morning on ¥ bich she was aletucted from 
her home, and carried oft to the asylum. Mrs, 
Melville says thatomtheday of her hus- 
band’s return, she was very much prostrated 
with the excitement of the occasion, and re- 
mained in bed the next day. Dr. Longsteth 
was sent to wait on her by her husband, and 
prescribed some liquor asa tonic. Several 
times during the day he returned, and began 
to talk ambiguously about tne danger of aico- 
holic stimulants, although allshe had taken 
were by his own direction, all with 
the purpose, as subsequently developed. of 
preparing a case. Shortly after the doctor 
retired, Mrs. Melville continues: ‘‘Mauds 
eyes flashed with indignation, and she said:

THE COMMITIEE’S WORK CRITICISED.

The Picayune’s Vicksburg special says: 
“The Commercial this evening publishes an 
interview with Captain W. L. Marsnhail, 
United States engineer in charge of the 
work at Providence reach and at Delta point. 
He denied that there had been a million 
dullars spent at Providence. He had only 
scosuded $480,000, of which $345,000 was ex- 
pended on the purchase ofa pliant, consist- 
ing of barges, grading boats, pile drivers, 
steam tow boats, quarters boats, stone boats 
and other expensive plant. Sixty thousand 
dollars. have been expended for labor but the 
plant for 2,000 men ison hand and will be 
pushed as fast as labor to man the plamt can 
be obtained. Three miles of pile dike and 
mattrass work has been constructed, and as 
far as completed at Skipwith and neighbor- 
hood the work has acted as well as possibly 
could be desired. The river bas been divert- 
ed from Skipwith chute and the main chan- 
nel deepened twenty feet on the channel 
side of Skipwith. Towhead chute is alimost 
completely filled by setting the works in the 
chute. If thatisno improvement to naviga- 
tion it would be difficult to say in what man- 
ner the improvement of navigability can con- 
sist. The commission considers the work .as 
far as done a complete success. The work at 
Delta Pvint, as far as the mattrasses have 
been sunk heretofore, has held for three 
years. The caving has been stopped to a 
great extent, but the upper bank bas washed 
back to gentle slopes above the revetment. 
The work now being executed isthe most 
thorough of clas3 that has-been done on the 
Mississippi, the bank being mattrassed from 
its top clear down to the boctom of the river. 
The top of the bank is being cut down from 
vertical to a slope of three *base to one verti- 
cal,and covered with ten inches of brush 
mattrass and one foot of stone.

The “OCoupon-Killer” Bille bectore the Supreme Court 
of Appeals. 

RicHMOND, Va., November 23.—The su 
preme court of appeals of Virginia, all the 
members concurring, to-day decided that the 
act of the legislature, passed at tne last ses- 
sion in the matter of the state debt, known as 
the coupon killer, does not jnclude the cou 
pons of the act o: 1879, known as the Mc- 
Culloch bill. Under this decision these cou- 

ons are receivable for state taxes. Judge L. 
.. Lewis, elected by the readjusters at the 
last session of the legislature as Judge Mon- 
cure’s successor, concurred. Subsequently 
a bill was passed by the same legislature 
known as coupon killer No. 2, which virtu- 
ally kills the above decisions, as it provides 
thaten and after December Ist, 1582, al! state 
revenues shall be collected in gold, silver, 
United States treasury notes, national bank 
notes and nothing elise. The McCulloch cou- 
pons are therefore only receivable for taxes 
until December Ist next.

INTENSIVE FARMING. 


The Success Attained by a Campbell County Farmer 
Poor Lund. 
From the Campbell County, Ga., News Letter. 

Please allow afew observations on farming, 
upon the success of which depends the great 
future of this country—its moral, social and 
political welfare. 

Mr. Furman’s system of iatensive farming 
has created quite a sensation among the pro- 
gressive farmers of Georgia; and, perhaps, 
Campbell county is not less enthusiastic in 
her appreciation of this system of farming 
than ber sister counties. 

The idea of a worn-out Georgia farm being 
brought from the production otf less than one 
eighth of a bale to from one to three ba.es of 
cotton per acre, in five years’ time, and the 
1and itself enhanced in value two thousand 
per cent., is, indeed, remarkable. And yet 
this is doubtless true. It not only comports 
with reason and common sense, but fully 
corroborated by various distinguished wit- 
nesses; and what Mr. Furman hus done can 
be done by any intelligent persevering farmer 
in Campbell! county. 

But the object of this sketch is not somuch 
to extol Mr. Furman’s farming asto call at- 
tention to another industry, 1ewin the an- 
nals of Campbell county farming. I allude 
to the cultivation of sugar cane. The pioneer 
of this new enterprise is Mr. James R. Phil- 
lips, who lives near Campbellton, and is well 
known in this community as one of our fore- 
most farmers. Mr. Phillips procured 
400 stalks of this cane last spring, 
at a cost of four cents a sialk, and 
planted it in rows six feet apart, on about 
one fifth of anacreof dry bottom land. The 
land was well prepared and well cultivated, 
though the stand was not good, and the con- 
tinuous wet weather in the spring 
made Mr. Philips fear a. total tailure. 
Finally the young plant took a start to grow, 
and the fertile soil hastened on its maturity, 
and ‘to-day itstands,in itsrich luxuriance,a liv- 
ing testimony of the success of the enterprise. 
To say tbat it is as biga thing (on a smaller 
scale) us Furman’s cotton farming, would 
hardly do it justice. Let us compare the re- 
sults: Mr. Furman expects 80 to 90 bales from 
65 acres, or about 1% bales per acre, 
worth at 10 cents per pound, about $67,00. 
Take from that, $14,25 per acre for compost, 
$1,000 for picking, $4,00 for ginning.and mar- 
keting—in all, $28,75 The remainder is $38,- 
25 per acre, net profit, we will say, not count- 
ing the cost of farming the land. Now, Mr. 
Phillips on one-fifth of an acre, with a defec 
tive stand and only one year’s experience in 
the culture of the cane, says he will make 
more than one hundred dollars clear of all 
expense; that is, over $500 per acre on land 
that we did not think would produce cane at 
all. Mr. Phillips reasons substantially, as 
follows: ‘‘A few years ago it was a rare thing 
to seea stalk of cotton in north Georgia, and 
even our section was not considered a cotton 
country. Now, by the aid of guano and 
other fertilizers, it matures finely, even onthe 
foot of the Aileghanies. Before the war, we 
thought if cotton was not planted before the 
first of May, it was useless to plant at all; 
now we see men plant in June and make 
ood cotton.’’ This kind of reasoning led 

r. Phillips to the conclusion that our sea- 
sons are not too short to raise sugar cane 

.successfully, and the practical results which 
he has attained will convince all who wit- 
ness them, of the correctness end wisdom

Upon 
the end of the tail was a horn, evidently a 
weapon of defense, about as long as a needle 
and quite as sharp, It exhibited no sign of 
viciousness, but of perfect resignation to its 
fate. Tbe eye was as sharp as an eagie’s and 
as blue as a Junesky. Its length was about 
three or four feet and size proportionate, 
After its body had been completely severed 
link by link until the head was left to 
itself, this member then bore every mark of 
former vitality and the eye contained its 
former sparkling brilliancy.

Bille in the House—To Prevent Illegal Voting- New

On motion of Mr. Hoge the house suspended 
the ru es and concurred in the senate resolu- 
tion to bring ov the election of a judge of the 
Atlanta circuit next Tuesday. Mir. Jones, of 
Elbert, a bill to amend section 326 of the 
code; referred to the judiciary committee. 
Mr. James, of Douglas, art f make all com 
panies, or persons selling guanos to give war- 
rantees, andto prevent them from accept- 
ing waivers of this warranty; referred to 
the judiciary committee. Mr James, 
of Douglas, a bill to 
incorporate the Georgia, Alabama 
and Tennessee railroad company. It gives 
power to build a road from Rome to Carroil- 
ton: referred to committee on railroads. A 
biil to incorporate the Sweetwater railroad 
and manufacturing company; referred to 
committee on corporations.

PENDERGRASS. 


Tae Growing Town on the Gainesville. Jefferson 
and Southern K. RK. 
From the Jackson, Ga., Herald. 

On Saturday evening we landed in Pen- 
dergrass, the present terminus of the G. J. 
& 5. road, on our way to Jefferson, and as it 
was about our first trip to this town since it 
had got out of the woods, we. cuncluded to 
look around and gather upa few facts about 
it for the benefit of our readers, who are not 
well posted in regard to the great develop- 
ment thatis going on along the line of our 
narrow-guage -allroad—the railroad that 
went to congress before it was completed. 
Pendergrass is situated in Jackson county. 
and is the first station between Jefferson and 
Gainesville, about seven miles from the for- 
mer and fourteen from the latter, and it is 
theonly station between Jefferson and the Junc- 
tion. It is located on the ridge between Al- 
lan’s Fork of the South Oconee river and the 
Walnut river, and is not overa mile anda 
half distant from either, ifthat much. One 
year ago the land upon which the town is lo- 
cited was suld at admiinistrat rs sae and 
Wasa portion of one of the best farms in 
Jackson county. At that timethere was but 
one log house and an acre clearing where 
Pendergrass now is; all around was nothing 
but virgin furest that was so rich that it easily 
supported a thick growth oftall, smooth oaks. 
magnificent hickories and the stately pine 
Since the locaticn of the depot, Mr. F. L. 
Pendergrass, forwbhom the place was nawea, 
has bought the tract of land on which the 
depot was located and most of the adjoining 


land. The first thing that. he did was to sur-

| with six years experience on the 


vey the place and stake off streets and lots 
upon a wise and liberal plan, so that when 
the town grows up there will be plenty of 
room about it in a shapely condition. 

Even befere the depot was located parties 
had been over to Pendergrass prospecting, and 
all predicted that it would be a fine place 
for atown, and some made their arrange- 
ments to locate there as soon as lots could be 
purchased, and a good many spoke for lots 
as soon as they could get them. So that no 
time was lost before the buildings commen- 
ced, and assoon as Appleby moved his saw 
mill he had orijers for more lumber than he 
could fill. The first house put up was a 
dwelling for Mr. Willie Appleby, then the 
depot, then two store-rooms, and now there 
are no less than six houses under contract, to 
be ready by the first of January. The great 
drawback has been the, lack of lumber, but 
now that trouble is over, as the Messrs. Ap- 
pleby have received a bran new saw miil 
outfit, Citizens have been moving in just as 
fast as they could get house room. Two stores 
are up and in fuil blast, doing a thriving 
business, and seuerai more will. be in oper- 
ation before the winter is over. Enough lots 
have already been sold to parties who intend 
to build on them to authorize the building of 
a good school house and the employment of 
a competent teacher, and lots have already 
been set aside for the various Christian de 
nominations. Allof the titles to the lots are 
30 arranged that no liquor can be sold in the 
place; and, in fact, everything has been 
planned so that Pendergrass. will be a model 
town. 

From a glance at its location, 
that itis most favorably situated. 
is the nearest town to it and the only one 
that will come into competition for trade. 
About a mile and a half below the Walnut 
and Allan's Fork come together. Up and 
down these rivers are some of the finest bot- 
toms and uplands in Georgia, hundreds of 
acres of which are virgin to the plow, but 
now it will be opened up and thickly settled.

Good Farming. 
From the Americus, a., Kepublican. 

In three miles of Americns there is a small 
farm that pavs. Outside the crops of oats, 
corn, cotton, ground peas and potatoes, the 
cane crop comes to the front and compares 
favorably notonly with any of the abovetraps, 
but considering the amount of land and the 
cost of labor and fertilizers used, runs abead 
of them. Froni oneacre of land there has 
been gathered five hundred and seventy-five 
gallons of syrup of very superior quality, 
for flavor and consistence, being very 
thick. clear and rich in sacharine mat- 
ter. Besides the syrup, Mr. Sim Walters has 
bedded, sold and has on band forsale seventy- 
five dollars’ worth of cane. This acre of 
ground bas yielded in money value, even at 
the moderate sum of fifty cents a gallon, 
$362.50. This, of course, is the gross sum, 
subject to reduction from costs in c.lture, 
barrels, fertilizers, etc., the last 
item being largely from the 
barnyard. The year has been’ excep 
tionally good for cane growth, except the 
damage from the September storm, which 
prostrated the bulk of it, and the subsequent 
gr>wth made every stalk crooked and un- 
wieldy to handle. We saw one stalk from 
this patch which measured nine feet and 
six inches. An ordinary man could readily 
walk under the bend made by the growth 
after the storm. 3

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CONGRESS AND THE MORMONS. 
lf the republicans in congress really want, 
astheirorgans assert, to do some valuable 
work before their terms of-office expire, let 
them perfect the movement they started in 
Utah. They passed the Edmunds bill in the 
hope that thereby the political power of the 
Mormon bosses would be broken, but in the 
recent election the Mormons swept the terri- 
tory by their customary majority, and there 
is no evidence at hand that the new law has 
had any effect for good whatever. It certain- 
ly has enabled the leaders to utilize the plea 
of persecution by inflaming the zeal of their 
followers. Instead of being thrown on the de- 
fensive the leaders of the church have become 
especially aggressive. A new “revelation’’ 
to President Taylor requires all the church 
officials who have only one wife, to once 
enter into polygamous relations, or quit their 
offices. Nobody in the church hierarchy 
seems to care atall for the law, and there 
seems to be no way under it to break down 
the power of the church in Utah politics. By 
its terms no man can be registered as a voter 
unless he swears that he is not a polygamist. 
This would serve at least as a warning if per- 
jury in the interest of the church was 
considered a moral offense in Utah. 
It is not so considered, and the _ reg- 
istry lists are therefore a _ farce. The 
Edmunds bill may, however, in the 
jong run have some weight, for thoughtful 
young men will not care to place themselves 
under a political cloud. Then, too, the 
church, out of abundant caution, will be com- 
pelled to keep within the fold a majority of 
monogamists. But at present and for years 
to come the Edmunds bill will not be effec- 
tive so far as a change in the political status 
of the territery is concerned. Something 
more stringent and searching is needed, and 
this the present congress should give us if it 
expects to receive any crediton account of’ 
the suypression of the giant vice of Utah.

No matter what Chal 
mers may bave doue in the past,.no matter 
what his political aftili ationsnow are, the 
democratic party cannot afford to follow re- 
publican precedent by sealing politieal sup- 
porters who were not elected, The country 
has had at republican hands a surfeit of that 
kind of business, and the house should seat 
in the first month of the session the man who 
was counted out by means of a tally-sheet.

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CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 

W uiteall the republican organs are pressing 
forward with theirtheories of the recent over- 
whelming defeat of their party, it is natura 
that The Nation, which is independent in a 
good many things, should have a theory of its 
ovn. This theory is that the popular demand 
for civil service reform is at the 
bottom of the whole business. That this is 
truein a measure no thoughtful person can 
deny; but the civil service reform for which 
the people yearn is one thing; while the civil 
service reform invented and formulated by 


societarians and professors is quite another. 
Remarking upon the opportunities which the 
republicans will have to redeem their fallen 
fortunes, The Nation says: 


But there is one point on which which ihe re- 
puvsicansin congress can achieve a decided advan- 
tage over the democrats at the approaching session. 
Never bas the popular feeling against the demorualiz- 
ing abuses of the spoils system beenas definite, 
sincere, and strong as itis now. Never has the de- 
mand forthe abolition of that system, and fora 

horough reform of the civil service, been as loud 
and as general as itis to-day. The. candidates for 
congress of both parties atthe late elections vied 
With one anotherin protesting their adhe reuce to 
the cause ofthatrefurm ‘The approval and sup- 
port of bills pending before the present congress 
were made the test of the sincerity of those profes- 
sions. Here is the chance of the republicans at the 
next session. where they still hold power. They 
can bring those bills to a vote, and ‘ise their mua- 
jority topassthem. The sincere friends of the re- 
rorm among them will be glad to avail them- 
selves of thislast chance. Even the machine poli 

ticlaus among them may uuderstand that now, 
with the prospect of the democrats going into 
power before them, they have in the abolition of 
the spoils system nothing to lose for themselves, 
while they may make a good point for their side 
in public opinion. On the other hand, the demo 

crats, if forced te the issue, will have to deal with 
the civil service reform question in the face of the 
probability that the spoils of the national govern 

ment may soon fall into their hands. Eveu to 
many of those who have, as candidates, publicly 
prociaimed their fidelity to that cause, civil service 
reform may appear in a new light under such cir- 
cumstances. 
through a severe ordeal, and public duty, as well 
as party policy, demands of the republicans in 
congress that democratic sincerity, with regard to 
civil service reform, be ; ut at once toa direct test 


The great trouble with the nation, and with 
nearly all the independents who have pro- 
tested amiably against the corruptions of 
republicanism by holding up their hands and 
uttering little exclamations of surprise, is 
that they have invented a gameof parlor pol- 
itics which is perfect asa theory, but which 
cannot be put into practice. They believe— 
or they simulate the ardor of belief—that 
civil s¢rvice reforn is possible under repub- 
lican auspices, and they pretend that there is 
nothing to be done but to inaugurate such a 
reform. They believe that it is to be brought 
about by the passage of additional laws, and 
by establishing tests of competency. 

All this is very well. Civil service reform 
is very simple, and it is very necessary. The 
whole difficulty lies in the belief on the part of 
such influential representatives of public opin- 
ion as The Nation that it can be inaugur- 
ated underthe auspices of an organization 
which has violated all its obligations to the 
public, andthatit can be made to proceed 
promptly and efficiently out of legislative 
enactments. We respectfully submit to our 
distinguished and esteemed contemporary 
that this plan is impracticable. There can 
be no such thing as civil service reform, nor 
an approach to it, as long as the white house 
is occupied by a ward politician; there can 
be no such thing as civil service reform, nor 
any approach to it, asJong as the govern- 
ment and its official patronage is in the 
control of men who look upon office as the 
sole end and aim of a political organization. 

The republican party—and when we 
say the party, we mean the men 
who control the party and compel it todo 
their bidding—is hopelessly corrupt, as The 
Nation well knows. It -has endeavored to 
popularize all manner of fraud and corrup- 
tion from seating in the president’s chair a 
man who was defeated to forging a proxy 
certificate. The men who have controlled 
the republican party, and who now control 
it, will continue to control it as long as it is 
apacty. Reform is impossible under such 
auspices. The people see it, and feel it, and 
know it, andin the last election they took 
occasion to display their knowledge by 
masbing the republican party flat. Civil 
service reform, to be effective, must begin at 
the fountain head. The president must be a 
patriot,an honest man and a statesman; 
there must be a new deal all around. Other- 
wise there will be no reform in the civil sery- 
ice, nor in any other direction.

One of the fastest, if not the fastest, boats in 
the world—the Mary Powell—was sold last week 
for $150,000. She has made the irip, with several 
stops, between New York and Rondout, a distance 
of one hundred miles, in four hours and twenty- 
nine minutes; and she haseven gone four miles in 
nine minutes, or faster than the average passenger 
train on the railroad. 

AccorDING to the calculation of a German 
engineer the duration of a steel rail under the wear 
of twenty-four trains a day is thirty years, an iron 
rail lasting eleven years under the same conditions 
If this calculation holds good there is economy in 
buying steel rails at nearly treble the price paid 
for iron.

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WORK IN THE SOUTH. 


Iiarsh Critles Of the Negroes— Whites and Hlacks as 
Laborers. 
‘Studiesin the South’”’ in the December Atlantic. 
In Louisiana everybody told me that the negroes 
were improving as laborers; at any rate, all old 
southerners said so. This reminds me that through, 
out the south the harshest critics of the negro whom 
I met were northern men—men who had gone down 
there to work sugar plantations, grow cotton, ete, 
These men, heing pushing, sharp, and energetic, 
after the northern fashion; are always disposed to 
keep the negro laborers ‘‘up to their work.’’ The 
negroes do not like to work for them. They 
require a steadiness of application and exer- 
tion of which the negro in general does not appear 
to be capable. He can work hard fora while 
spurts,’’ or on @ race, especially in a crowd, and if 
he is allowed to sing while at worx. But for quiet, 
solitary, constant toil a first-rate white laborer is, I 
think, superior to almostany negro. The northern 
men in the south are, ascompired with southern 
m“n, very exacting as employers. They are stern 
and impatient with their ‘‘hands,’’ and usually ir 
ritate and confuse the negroes. Southern men are, 
usuaily, not alall exac'ing as employers of agri- 
cultural labor; they are not accustomed to being 
prompt or steadily industrious themselves, and 
they value their own -ease too much to engage 
in any contest with the peculiar ‘‘ways’’ 
or traits of the negro Thus, the 
shiftlessness, the slowness, the inefficiency, the 
habit of taking things so leisurely as if one had 
infinite time at his command—the features of the 
average negro life and character woich are so ex- 
asperating to the energetic northerner—are accept 
ed or recognized by most southern people as some- 
thing inevitable, like the course of the seasons, 
not to be accelerated or be interfered with to any 
profitable end. Ithink I saw nobody in the south, 
white or black, exce; ta few leading business men 
in the city who could doanything in fifteen min- 
utes. Itis not natural to hurryin that part of the 
world. I talked with a queer old man, in the pine 
woods in North Carolina. who had observed 
the restlessness of mast northern 
people when they first came tothe south. He said 
they always acted “as ef they was hung on wires, 
an’ somebody was jerkin’ on ‘em;’’ but southern 
people ‘‘know how to take their time, an’ plenty 
on it.’ In reply I made the usual sage remarks 
about differences of characteras affected by climate 
and environmentin general, and concluded with

FINANCIAL FACTS. 


NEW YORK, November 23.—The stock market to 
day has been feverish and unsettled, owing to 
fluctuation rates for money and reports of the 
northwestern railroad war, buta general tendency 
was lower figures. The market opened irregular, 
but generally ',@2 per cent lower than yesterday’s 
closing prices, the latter Richmond aud Danville, 
St. Paul, Minneapolis and Manitoba, however, was 
1% per cent higher. Immediately after the opening 
there was a recovery of ,/@1 percent, led by Michi- 
gan Central and Canada Southern, after which the 
market became weak and recorded a decline rang- 
ing from % to 2 per cent, St. Paul. Minneapolis and 
Manitoba, Michigan Central, Northwest, &t. Paul 
and Wabash preferred, being most conspicuous in 
the decline. The downward movement was here 
checked by a rally of 441% percent, the latter St. 
Paul, but the market again became heavy. Shortly 
in the afternoon prices fell off '4 to 2% per cent, 
Michigan Central, Northwest, Canada Southern, 
St. Paul, Lake shore and Denver and Rio Grande, 
suffering severe in the decline.
